GENERAL STRIKE IS THREAT IN N. Y. CAR WAR 


S E E K HELP O F 


A L L I U S T R Y 


Big Union Labor Leaders 
Called to Confer on 
Car Strike Status. 
COMMITTEE TO BE 
GIVEN FULL POWER 


Company Will Seek Injunc- 
tions to Prevent Inter- 
ference With Men. 


• New York, Sept. 9.—Union la- 
bor leaders of national and state 
prominence were called into New 
York's 
transit 
situation 
today 
with the announcement by local 
organizers that withtn 24 hours a 
conference will be held, the out- 
come of which might be a 24-hour 
tie-up of all the city's industries 
employing men affiliated with the 
American P>deration of Labor. 


A telegram was sent to Samuel Goinp- 
ers, president of the latter organization, 
%vho is on a vacation in Maine, asking 
him to hurry here, and the Central Fed- 
erated union announced after 
an 
all 
right meeting that a committee -vrill be 
empowered to c.>ll a general strike 
if 
puch action was considered necessary to 
help the employes of the Interborough 
Rapid Transit company and New York 
railways company to win their fight for 
annulment of the so-called "master and 
eervant" contracts binding the men not 
to ask wage increases for two years. 


Will Seek Injunctions. 


Meanwhile, it was announced on be- 
half of the interborough, that applica- 
tions would be made to the courts for 
injunctions 
to 
restrain 
labor 
leaders 
from interfering with men operating on 
the subway, surfaxe and elevated lines. 


Police reports 
indicated that under- 
ground and elevated service was normal 
today and that the situation on the sur- 
face lines affected had considerably im- 
proved. 
Union leaders claimed on the 
other hand, that the surface roads were 
badly 
affected. 
Disorders of a minor 
character continued throughout the day 
and there were 18 
arrests. 
Policemen 
guarded all roads, examining all baggage 
and package carried by passengers, ow- 
ing to persistent reports of plots 
to 
dynamite property. 


Crisis Expected Today. 


Both sides in the street railway strike 
expected a crisis today, when the trac- 
tion company attempted to re-establish 
normal service 
on 
the 
surface lines 
through the use of utrike-breakers. 


The strikers have been notified that 
by renouncing allegiancp to the union 
they may get their jobs back up to 1 
o'clock this afternoon. 
After that the 
company 
reserves 
the 
right 
to 
use 
Itrike-breakers to fill the places of em- 
ployes whose desertions liad reduced the 
hiimber of ''green line"' surface cars in 
operation by about eighty per cent. 


Tha New York Railways company, 
jrhich operated the surface lines crip- 
)led by the strike, again withdrew all 
tfi cars last night, but when the card 
«•ere sent out again this morning iho

Man Who Founded Empire 
in Sahara Had Inherited 
Vast Fortune. 


New York, Sept. 9.—An application 
before the supreme court today revealed 
that Jacques Lebaudy inherited several 
million dollars from his father, a French 
sugar magnate. 
With 600 followers he 
foimded an empire in the Sahara, but 
seven months later he left his subject» 
and returned to Paris. 
The colonists 
returned to France and Lebaudy camo 
to America and placed the power to dis' 
pose of his properties in the hands of 
the Carnegie Trast company. 


Lebaudy calculated that the property 
was worth at least $2,000,000, but the 
trust company was able to realize In 
sellings it only a little more than $400,- 
000. 
Lebaudy brought suit against tho 
trust company and after the company 
became 
insolvent 
pressed 
his 
claim 
against the superintendent of 
banks.

Desire of Republicans to 
Get in Only Cause for 
Fight on Wilson. 


Winchester, Ky.. Sept. 9.—Republican 
criticism of the Wilson administration 
was reviewed by Vice President Mar- 
shall in a speech here today with the 
conclusions that the main reason of- 
fered the country for turning out the 
democi-ats was the desire of the repub- 
licans to get in, and that former Jus- 
tice Hughes' campaign speeches were 
but echoes of often-heard partisan ora- 
tors in the senate. 


"Not only the keen-eyed newspaper 
men but the every day citizen," Mr. 
Marshall said, "is wondering what is the 
matter with the speeches of the leader 
in the verbal assault against the ad- 
ministration. 
Those most charitably in- 
clined in their judgment towards others 
suggest that perhaps he has not yet 
stnick his gait. 
But in this blue grass 
region I need not remind you that a 
horse that doean't strike his gait dur- 
ing the first quarter never finishes under 
the wire a winner. 


"Just now chief interest in the re- 
publican candidate for president consists 
in ascertaining whether he belongs to 
the progressive faction or the standpat 
faction of his party.

Berne Hears Reasons for 
Recent Dismissal of 
German Chief. 


London, Sept. 9.—(2:42 p. m,)—Ac- 
cording to reports 
from 
Germany re- 
ceived at Beme, says a dispatch to the 
Wireless Press, the dismissal of Hen- 
rich von Falkenhayn as chief of 
the 
German general staff was due to his sug- 
gestion of a complete 
change in Ger- 
many's war plans which Emperor Wil- 
liam indignantly rejected. 


"Predicting the complete downfall of 
Bulgaria as the result of converging at- 
tacks from the north and south and in 
the end a consequent 
interruption 
of 
communications with Turkey, Gen. von 
Falkenhayn urged that the whole Balkan 
campaign be abandoned, that the eastern 
line be shortened and that the occupied 
territory in France be evacuated. 
The 
general expressed the opinion that the 
transformation of German strategy into 
a purely defensive campaign on a short- 
er front would paralyze the entente al- 
lies and make it impossible for them to 
crush Austro-German 
resistance unless 
they fought 
with 
unlimited resources 
and then for ten years. 
Persistence in 
the present 
campaign, he said, would 
lead to disaster. 


'Tield 
Marshal von Hindenburg 
de- 
nounced this advicc as childish, coward- 
ly and unworthy of the Germans. Em-« 
peror William 
took von Hindenburg's 
view and dismissed von Falkenhayn."

Given in Summary 


Both the French and British took 
the offensive on the Sonune front 
last night, although their operations 
were confined to relatively 
small 
areas. The French war office reports 
the capture of a small wood east of 
Belloy. It says 7f700 Germans have 
been captured since Sept. 3 and that 
a great number of German dead are 
found on the field and in trenches 
after the unsuccessful counter at- 
tacks of the Germans yesterday. 


The attack 
of 
the British was 
made in the vicinity of Highwood, 
where London announces a trench 
was captured and heavy losses were 
inflicted on the Germans. 


On the Verdun front the Germans 
renewed their counter attacks^ the 
French war office annoimces) but 
were beaten back. 


The Russians again have instituted 
violent efforts to break over the 
mountain barrier 
which separates 
them from

Hungarian plains. 
It^ is announced at Petrograd they 
have stormed a series of heights in 
the Carpathians south of Baranoft.

New Method of Disinfection 
Will Be Tried Out in 
New York. 


New, York, Sept. 9.—On account of 
the infantile paralysis epidemic extra- 
ordinary precautions will be taken to 
clean and disinfect tho class rooms of 
all New York public schools before pu- 
pils are allowed to enter them on Sept. 
25. 
Under a new plan evolved by the 
school and health authorities the waits 
will be sprayed with oil. 


This oil descends to the floor in a 
cloud of greaay vapor, explained Dr. I. 
H. Goldbflirger, assistant dirmtor of ed- 
ucational hygiene, and the 
originator 
of the method. 
"Our experiments," he 
continued, "have showed that this vapor 
drags down with it every linfcring dust 
particle that

germ. After the i^rmi lifve been car« 
ried to, the floor the oil , lias, a tendency

Anastarkos communicated with the Chi- 
cago police, and Detectives Mooney and 
Neary went to the address given. Here 
they were met by a negro, who at first 
said his name was John Smith, but later 
admitted his real name is Ernest Best. 


"I'm Anastarkos," said Mooney. 
"I've 
got the money here. 
Now, where's my 
daughter?" 


Best took the detectives to the State 
street rooming house where Mary was 
recogniied from a photograph sent by her 
father. 
Best was arrested and the girl 
taken into custody. 
• "Both the negro men worked for my 
father and it was in this way that I got 
acquainted ^ith them," said the girl in 
the evening at the South Clark street 
anne:¿ 
"I wanted to get away from my 
father because he never let me go out to 
have any pleasure. It was always work 
for me." 


The police searched the south side all 
the evening for Chapman, who is also a 
negro, though Best insisted he had gone 
to New York.

One of the Leading Fanciers in the City 


Louis 
Schirmeyer 
Keeps 
Nothing But the White 
King Variety—Started a 
Year Ago With Thirty 
Birds and Now Has 250. i 


Louis Schirmeyer, 
the well-known 
cigar store employe, besides being: one 
of the prominent members of the B. P. 
O. E., football entnusiast and general 
good fellow in every respect, has be- 
come a fancier of pigeons. 
In the 
above picture he is seen among a por- 
tion of his valuable and large flock of 
White King pigeons. 


He started in the pigeon 
business 
nearly a year ago with thirty 
birds. 
Since that time he has by careful study 
increased his flock to nearly 250 and 
states that if he had more space this 
number would only be a shadow com- 
pared with what he would like to have. 
Besides being an enjoyable 
pastime. 
Mr. 
Schirmeyer—we had better say 
Louie because that is what everybody 
calls him—finds that it is a profitable 
Investment. 


The variety which he is breeding is 
considered or^e of the best species of 
pigeons on the market. 
They sell for 
five dollars a pair. 
Squabs are also in 
great demand and forty cents apiece 
are received for them. 
A pair of pi- 
geons will raise from fifteen to twenty 
squabs in a year, which goes to prove 
that the investment is a good one. 


Expense? 
Well, it does cost some- 
thing to feed pigeons, However, Louie 
states that it just about makes him dig 
up $2.50 everj"^ week to feed his flock, 
or about one cent per week per bird. 


However, to make a success of rais- 
ing pigeons one must study his birds 
carefully. In the year that Louie has 
been in the business he has had the 
misfortune of losing but one bird by 
sickness, otherwise he has beon sin - 
cessful in restoring all the other.s back 
to perfect health that were taken si' k 
at any time. 


Performs an Operation. 


The keeper and owner of the birds 
has some very interesting stories to 
tell as to how he has posed as a physi- 
cian in curing his birds. 
He tolls of 
one instance winTi-- he porfornifd ;in 
operation on on«^ nf tho birds. 
Ho 
«tates that for sovenil days r.n'^ of (ho 
birds had hfon very 
sick and f^vrry 
morning who;, lie went m tlio roop to 
feed Dip flor-k ho would lind this ono 
lyin?T 
on its 
sido nr-nrly do;jd. 
Ho 
workod with it for .several d;;ys. Fi- 
nally ho doridod that ho would poiform 
an operation fin its .stomach, as ho be- 
Sieved that was whero the trouble orig- 
inated. 


He caught tho l>ir>l, and after steril- 
izing a sharp knife began to make the 
incision. 
He located tho stomach, and 
bringing it noar the surface made a 
cut into it. IIo four.d that the pigeon 
had swalloAvod a piece of cord and that 


it lodged in the stomach and had grown ' 
fast. 
He removed the foreign sub- 
stance, and Louie verifies the state- 
ment 
that the bird really heaved a 
slKh of relief when he took, the cord 
out. 
Quickly he sewed up the stom- 
ach 
with 
ordinary 
thread and then 
sowed up the outside incision. The bird 
livod, and to prove that this Is the 
tri'tli, you can go to Louie's house a t 
41:-: i'^ast Jefferson street and he will 
show you the pigeon, as healthy a one 
a.s there is in the flock. He v/111 also 
show the scar that remains from tho 
cut. 


The Hospital Coop. 


At the far end of the pigeon coop, 
thoro is a little red building. 
This is 
known as the hospital coop. 
Every i 
bird that shows symptoms of not feel- ! 
ing well, must go to the hospital where 
special care is taken of It and nursed . 
back to perfect health 
Saturday the ' 


coop contained Ave sick birds, but re- 
ports from 
the 
attending 
physician 
were to the effect that all patients 
were doing nicely. 
All are preparing 
to leave In a few days. 


Tobacco Stems for Nests. 


As everybody knows. Friend 
Louie 
Is a tobacco salesman. 
Well, he finds 
that long tobacco stems make the best 
material for the pigeon's nests. 
H e 
states that tobacco stems will 
keep 
the birds from getting lice. All that is 
necessary Is to put a large batch of it 
In the coop and the pigeons will build 
their own nests. 


Seltcting Squab« for Market. 


Care must be taken 
in 
selecting 
squabs for the market, because they 
dare not be too old nor too young. The 
average 
pigeon when It gets 
about 
three weeks old is ready for the m a r - 
ket. 
However, the best w a y to tell, 
according to Mr. Schirmeyer, is to lift 


up their wings and when j'ou find that 
the feathers underneath the wings are 
starting to fall out. It is a sign that 
they have reached the proper age. 


Pigeons Act Like Humans. 


Mr. Schirmeyer states that he sepnds 
many hours studying the actions of the 
pigeons and finds it pleasant pastime. 
He says that pigeons act nearly as 
i human beings do. He has noticed that 
; a t times a pair will have a little f a m - 
; lly squabble and then the female bird 
! refuses to sit on the nest and the papa 
bird goes out and enjoys himself in 
company with the other birds. 
Invar- 
iably they make up in the course of a 
few hours, but it has occurred where 
divorces ensue. 
They are Just like di- 
vorce cases in our local courts with the 
exception that there is no alimony to 
be paid. 


In a few days the divorced 
pair 
again find different mates and there- 
after refuse to look at one another.

Sketches 
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Congressional 
Achievement 


With the first session of the sixty-fonrth congress which began in 
Pccember last, only now concluded a steady grind that has extended 
over a period of more than nine months, one may very fairly subject 
its work to analysis to see if it was worth while—to note not only the 
yolimie but the character of its work; to see if it responded to duty 
with benificent legislation, or to discover if it merely dilly-dallied 
olong without achievement of consequence. "We are very certain the 
democratic majority in congress and the administration in general 
will very cordially invite and welcome this scrutiny of its work and 
^.hii. test before public opinion. 


So vast indeed has been congressional accomplishment in the past 
aine months that one is fairly at a loss to determine the proper point 
at Vv'^iich to begin a resume of the achievement. Perhaps first in na- 
tjcjjal importance should be placed the item of preparedness, the pro- 
y 'lM- ij for national defense. Here has been provided in a program of 
sysicinatic development for both army and navy the means ^ place 
tlic n'ion on a sure footing as regards its own protection. It does 
not mean that the United States had adopted a policy of militarism. 
1+ is merely tlic .safe and sane provision dictated by the trend of world 
-''afi'iiirs and in adequate conformity to Uncle Sam's rank among 
nations. 


More recently in public attention, however, has been the legisla- 
tion by which a calamitous general railroad strike was averted, and 
which it is profoundly hoped and fully expected will pave the way 
for Tiiore settled condition with reference to industrial disputes and 
provide a system in which amicable settlement will be universally 
acccpted because there will be provided a basis of exact fairness and 
justice on which it vnll rest- But there is still a long and impressive 
Lotal of work done by the recent congress that is scarcely less im- 
portant than are these two outstanding legislative enactments. One 
cannot fail to recall the rural credits law for the establishment of farm 
loan banks, the workmen's compensation law, the child labor law, the 
emergency revenue law, with its tariff commission provision, its stip- 
ulation empowering the president to exercise retaliatory measures in 
dealing with unfair treatment of American trade abroad and of the 
maritime neutrality of the United States» and it provisions designed to 
aid in the development of new industries to supply demands for which 
Kve have for many years looked to Europe. Then, too, there has been 
provided the government ship purchase bill, the federal aid to good 
roads and. a multiplicity of other legislation of immense usefulness 
though not of so large a character as to claim the general attention 
bestowed upon some of those already enumerated. The session has 
b«:«! » record-breaking in the volume and character of its service, and, 
as was inevitable in doing big things in a big way, expenditures made 
or authorized have gone to a high total. Even cri+icism of this fea- 
iDf? of congressional work» however, is not attended by the claim 
that results will not fully justify the outlay. 


It is a matter of much gratification for the Twelfth Indiana dis- 


jf" 'ct, too, that in the accomplishment of this prodigious xerogram its 
representative in congr^-ss, Hon. Cyrus Cline, has played a conspicuous 
and useful part." Early and late Mr. Cline has been engaged assidu- 
ously in the duties the people of the Twelfth district commissioned 
him to perform. His long experience and his well-balanced judgment 
1 ave enabled him to contribute in no small degree to the finished leg- 
islative program which the sixty-fourth congress ofiiers as the result 
of its labors and as the redemption of the pledges democracy made 
to the American people. 


The department of agriculture has given to Senator Taggart an 
official ruling that ends In^'-na's hopes of securing any portion of 
the federal good roads funds until we proceed to create a state high- 
v/ay department to have general supervision of its disbursement and 
to see that it is applied where it will do the most good. There has 
always been plenty of argument for improvement in our road laws, 
but none more effective than that which is definitely expressed in 
dollars and cents that can be had for compliance with the terms under 
which they are awaiting our demand.

WILL SEEK TO RE 
RAIL m MENACE 


President Pledges His Aid 
in Securing Remedy 
Through Laws. 


Washington, Sept. 9.—President Wilson 
definitely committed 
himself 
and 
the 
democratic leaders in congress yesterday 
to a program of legislation designed to 
remove further menace of a nation wide 
transportation tie-up. 


In a statement commending the work 
of 
congress 
during the 
session 
which 
closed yesterday, the president declared 
that the leaders of the senate and house 
proposed to pass bills for the accommoda- 
tion of labor disputes between the rail- 
roads and their employes at the next ses- 
sion, which begins in December. 


The president felt impelled to make this 
pledge to the country because of the criti- 
cism visited upon him for abandoning the 
principle of arbitration in connection with 
the recent differences between the rail- 
roads and the brotherhoods. 


He did not deem it expedient to permit 
Candidate Hughes to make capital with 
the railroad investors and other people 
with small savings by remaining silent 
and thereby giving the Impression that he 
had dropped his plan to secure legislation 
designed to prevent a recurrence of the 
recent grave emergency. 


Unless the temper of congress materially 
changes the members of both houses will 
address themselves enthusiastically to the 
work of enacting a program along the 
lines laid down by the president. 


The advantage organized labor has in 
this situation lies In the fact that the 
next session will be a short session and 
will expire automatically on March 4. 
A 
persistent filibuster 
maintained in 
the 
senate would kill legislation which organ- 
ized labor regarded as antagonistic. In 
the house. In spite of anything the labor 
representatives might do, a rule could be 
adopted limiting debate and forcing a 
vote. 


In order to prevent a flllbuster from 
meeting with success, the leaders plan 
to have the legislation In shape for Im- 
mediate consideration after congress con- 
venes. 
It may be the senate and house 
Interstate commerce commlBslons will hold 
sessions before congress reassembles. 
In 
case this should appear impossible, then 
the leaders, in conjunction with the presi- 
dent. win frame the bills and have them 
ready for action by the committees.

Wilson Given a Rousing Re- 
ception in Address at 
Atlantic City. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 9.—Tri- 
umph for the woman suffrage cause 
"in a little while," was predicted by 
President Wilson here last night in a 
speech before the annual convention of 
the National American Woftian Suf- 
frage association. 


"I have come here to fight with you," 
the president declared. 


Immediately the 4,000 women present 
stood 
and 
cheered. 
A few 
minutes 
later. Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, honorary 
president of the association with Mr. 
Wilson still present, declared: 


"We have waited long enough to get 
the vote. 
We want It now. 
I want it 
to come durin- your administration." 


Again the great audience of women 
stood and cheered, waving 
handker- 
chiefs. 


Fealty of Suffragists Won. 


The president's pledge of support to 
the suffrage question caused Mrs. Car- 
rie Chapman Catt, president of the or- 
ganization, to say in a speech 
soon 
after he closed: 
"You touched 
our 
hearts and won our fealty when you 
said you had come here to fight with 
us." . 


The president did not speak on the 
method by which he would bring about 
woman suffrage, but said: 
"We shall 
not quarrel in the long run as to the 
method of it." 


The women 
in their speeches also 
failed 
to 
mention 
the 
question 
of 
method. 


The president was warmly applauded 
before, duringr, and after his speech. 
With Mrs. Wilson he sat during several 
addresses. 
Fears expressed before the 
meeting lhat he might be 
"heckled" 
did not materialize. 


Women Cheer President. 


Declaring that some times he 
be- 
came "a little impatient" over discus- 
sions about the channels through which 
votes for women are to come, the pres- 
ident caused the delegates to applaud 
by saying: "I have felt here the whole- 
some contagion of the occasion." 


Mr. Wilson aroused the greatest en- 
thusiasm wfien he said whenever 
he 
had come to Atlantic City previously 
he had come to fight against somebody, 
but that on his present trip he had 
"come to fi.Efht with somebody."

women in the boxes, the orchestra, and 
the balcony stood and cheered. 


The meeting came to an end with the 
president and

Rickey Analyzes Happen- 
ings as They May Affect 
the Campaign. 


(By H. N. Rickey.) 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 9.—^There 
have been several happenings during the 
past Aveek, 
which, to the student of 
events in relation to their bearing on the 
presidential campaign, indicate how the 
political wind is blowing. 


In California, 
Grov. Hiram Johnson 
was nominated for United States sena- 
tor, at the republican primaries, by 
a 
large plurality over his opponent, who 
was the candidate of the standpat wing 
of the party. 


Johnson's victory followed closely upon 
Hughes' tour of the state which was un- 
der the auspices of the crowd who were 
fighting Johnson. While Hughes was in 
the -state, Johnson refused to see him, 
although he was in the same hotel with 
him on two occasions. 


While Hughes refused to take any part 
in the California senatorial primary'con- 
test, Johnson's victory following his hos- 
tile attitude toward Hughes, which was 
heralded throughout the state, does not 
indicate very great Hughes enthusiasm 
in California. 


Governor,Johnson is one of the sincere 
progressives who refused to be delivered 
to Hughes by Roosevelt and for many 
days following the Chicago conventions 
seriously considered accepting the pro- 
gressive nomination for president which 
Roosevelt had refused.

In Texas, Charles A. Culberson won in 
the democratic senatorial primaries over 
O. B. Colquitt by 70,000 majority. 


Culberson made his campaign on the 
issue "stand by the president." He told 
the Texas voters he believed absolutely 
in the policies of the president in respect 
of Germany and Mexico. 


Colquitt attacked 
the 
president be- 
cause of his so-called anti-German ten- 


dencies and his policy of keeping this 
country out of war with Mexico. 


There are certain 
counties in Texas 
known as "German counties," because of 
their large German population. Colquitt 
and his managers predicted that 
these 
counties^and the coimties on the Mexican 
border, which have 
been 
harassed by 
Mexican raiders, would register their op- 
position to President Wilson by voting 
for Colquitt, 


Colquitt carried the smaller 
German 
counties by about a 10 to 7 ratio, but 
Culberson caitied all of the cities having 
large German populations and he also 
carried all the border counties except 
one. 


Culberson's vote in the border coun- 
ties, which were supposed to be hostile 
to Wilson, was 3 to 1. 


The significance of the result of 
this 
Texas senatorial primary cannot be over- 
estimated. 


Assuming that the Germans of. Texas 
have the same mental 
attitude toward 
Wilson that the Germans in other sec- 
tions of the country have, it would seem 
that the Hughes managers will have to 
revise their figures as to the Hughes Ger- 
man vote and certainly the Wilson Mex- 


ican policy 
cannot be more unpopular 
anyAvhere than 
in 
tlie Texas border 
counties, where, according to this vote, 
it is popular, 3 to 1.

Judging by comment in newspapers of 
all shades of political faith, throughout 
the country. President Wilson added tre- 
mendously to his prestige Friday, Sat- 
urday and Sunday, last. 
Friday 
he 
signed the child labor law, Saturday he 
formally accepted his nomination in 
a 
speech which opened his campaign 
and 
Sunday he averted the railroad strike by 
signing the eight-hour law. 


It could not have been expected that 
the president's 
speech of 
acceptance 
would be received with enthusiastic ap- 
proval by opposition 
newspapers, but 
the comment in the great majority of the 
independent press was favorable and 
even the most rabid 
of the opposition 
found little to criticise aside from the 
paragraphs dealing with foreign policies.

The apathy of the voters in Maine, 
where there is a state 
election 
next 
week, has given the Hughes managers 
much concern during the week. Maine is 
normally republican and the republican 


national committee wants to make the 
best possib^ showing there for its effect 
on the rest of the country. 


For weeks every 
possible -effort has 
been made to arouse republican enthusi- 
asm in the state. The democrats have 
also done their best to arouse democratic 
enthusiasm. 


But the reports that are coming from 
Maine say that there is no enthusiasm; 
that the efforts wliich ordinarily would 
have the state in a political 
ferment 
seem to be ineffective; that the people 
seem to be too busy to pay much atten- 
tion to politics. 


If, as is supposed, apathy is an ad- 
vantage to the party in power, the dem- 
ocrats are justified in their 
prediction 
made with apparent confidence, that 
Maine is going to register approval of 
WilsoriJ peace and prosperity.

Badly Tangled in Trap Set 
by Judge Landis in 
Noted Case. 


Chicago, Sept. 9.—Things livened up 
quite a bit in the Morrison hearing yes- 
terday a.nd Judge Landis rose right up 
in characteristic 
fashion 
and sailed 
into the middle of the happenings. 


The outcome of the swiftly moving 
events of'the day may result in a grand 
jury investigation 
of 
the actions of 
James R. Ward, who holds title to al- 
most .$2.000,n00 
worth 
of Morrison's 
property,, and Attorney Frank Culver, 
who says he is acting as counsel for 
the old millionaire. 
Culver 
admitted 
that although his interests are supposed 
to lie in opposite directions from Ward's, 
they held a conference within the week. 


Met in Conference. 


They talked about the Morrison case. 
This was reluctantly admitted by Cul- 
ver when he was pinned do-v^ on the 
witness stand, but a flat denial was 
made by the 
other. 
Then 
Attorney 
Francis Houlihan sprung another sen- 
sation, which may also lead to investi- 
gation, when he offered witnesses to 
prove that Ward secretly visited old 
man Morrison Sunday, although a mo- 
ment before, while on the stand, Ward 
denied having seen the old man since be- 
ing deposed as his attorney. 


Then, to top off the day as one of 
thrill, the discovery was made of ati 
alleged spy system by which excluded' 
witnesses were informed of the testi- 
mony being given in the court room, it 
came when Bailiff Benjamin Stem saw 
a spectator taking notes while old man 
Morrison 
waa #on 
the 
stand. 
Stern 
watched the man as he left the room 
and saw him go out and talk to -Tames 
E. Ward, who had been excluded. 
Judge Landis Aroused. 
When Stern notified the judge things 
began to happen which Ward, Culver, 
the alleged spy, and the spectators will 
not soon forget. 
The "note 
taker'' 
was brought in before Judge Landis 
trembling and stammering. 
He said 
his name was John Pfeifer and that he 
was a real estate dealer. He admitted 
ta,lklng to Ward and said he waa mere- 
ly Interested In the case as a specta- 
tor, however. He was ejected from the 
building and told never to return. 


Ward was called in. He denied hav- 
ing talked to Pfeifer, 
but 
a.dmitted 
knowing him. Pfeifer was recalled and 
l-epeated the statement that he had 
talked with Ward in the hall. 
Then 
the judge became angered and called 
Ward again. 


The lawyer was put through a se- 
vere examination by the Judge and 
Attorney Houlihan. 
He was asked if 
he had visited Morrison since being 
deposed. 
He said no. 


Lawyer Springs Surprise. 
Then Mr. Houlihan said: 
"Your honor, I have witnesses here 
who saw Ward go to the home of Mor- 
rison last Sunday and two hours later 
leave by the back door." 


The witnesses—two detectives—were 
called to the stand and they told of 
following Ward from his home to the 
home of Morrison. 
While they testi- 
fied Ward sat in his chair staring out 
of the window. 
When the detectives 
had told 
their 
stoxr Judge Landis 
leaned forward and looked long and 
Intently 
at 
Ward. 
Then, 
without 
Dpeaking to the attorney, he recalled 
Old Man Morrison. 


Just as the ,old man took the stand 
Attorney Frank Culver, who Is sup- 
posed to be representing rhe interests 
of the millionaire, stepped forward as 
if he had something to say. 
Judge 
Landis looked at him •expectantly. 
Asks Another Judge. 
'Your honor," began Culver, ''I want 
to ask for a change of venue for my 
client." 


At 
this 
statement 
Judge Landis 
stared at Culver and opened his mouth, 
but no words came. 
The Judge (after 
court adjourned) refused to permit the 
expression on hia face at that moment 
to be described ac "disgust."

Chicago Grand Jury Acts 
After Hearing Her Story 
of Shooting. 


Chicago, Sept. 9.—Grand jury action 
was taken yesterday against Mrs. Tva 
Barnes after she had made a statement 
of the shooting of |ier husband.

dictment for murder was voted, and, it 
is said, will be presented in court on 
Monday. 


Mrs. Barnes repudiated 
the 
alleged 
confession she 
made on 
the 
morning 
after her husband was shot to death. 
In a new explanation made public by 
State's Attorney Hoyne, she said she 
never admitted shooting her husband, 
but that it waa an accident. 


Feared Her Husband. 
"Hei wouldn't «xne in the house," ahe 
said. 
"We walked down the street a 
ways. 
We talked and one word brought 
on another. 
T could tell by his looks 
that he was not very pleasant, but I 
t r i ^ to be." 


Mrs. Barnes then, upon questioning, 
explained she had the revolver with her 
and drew it when she began to fear au 
attack by her husband. 
She said he 
seized the revolver and that while both 
their hands were on the weapon it was 
discharged—she was imable to say how- 
many times or in what direction. 


"He had insanity in his family—my 
father told me to look out for him," she 
interjected at one place in her state- 
ment and then' 
"He was accusing nae; 
he was swearing at me and accusing 
me about this man. 
I was trying to 
convince him I was innocent. 


He Liked His Nickels. 
"He wouldn't give a beggar woman a 
nickel, but let some of his friends coii.e 
in—friends that he had been carousing 
aroimd with—be would come up with 
money fast enough; and I used to tell 
him i would never like it because he 
kept me pinned down so tight; just save 
money, save money and invest it, and 
the whole family is like that. 


"He has a cousin who, if 
the girls 
want to buy Christmas presents, would 
have to go to bed, it would make him so 
sick. They have inisanity in the family." 


N. Rothblum, a woman lawyer, wrote 
a letter of protest to State's Attorney 
Hoyne.

New Effort for Amendment 
at Coming Session of 
Congress. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 9.—The na- 
tional American woman suffrage associ- 
ation in session today, adopted a resolu- 
tion instructing its congressional 
com- 
mittee 
to concentrate all its resources 
upon a determined 
effort to carry 
the 
federal suffrage amendment through the 
last session of the sixty-fourth congress. 


The national association, the resolu- 
tion further states, pledges the support 
of the state organizations to authorize 
the national board to take such direction 
of the work in the states as may be 
necessary in its judgment to accomplish 
this end. 


The resolution is a compromise and is 
a substitute for the one held several 
days ago, which states that the principal 
and immediate aim of the national asso- 
ciation was merely preparatory to that 
end.' The first resolution caused so much 
opposition that it was withdrawn. 
The 
officers nominated at the primary yes- 
terday were unanimously elected today. 
Most of the old officers, including Mrs. 
Carrie Chapman Catt, president, were re- 
elected.

Health Board Inspection 
Will Result in Dairy 
Publicity. 


Results of the rigid Inspection of 
milk being carried on by health offl- 
cers Is to be made public as soon as 
analysis of milk from all dairies is 
completed. 


The stringent campaign to rid the 
city of all dirty dairies was launched 
Friday by the health departmcni. Co- 
operation of the public Is asked. When 
tho list of clean and dirty dairy plants 
has been published In the newspapers 
the public will be asked to boycott 
dairies which allow gerln ladened milk 
to be Sold. 


Inspection of tho product of Éeven 
dairies has alréady been made. Sam- 
ples from the o£her milk sources of 
the city wUl bo obtained aa soon as 
possible. 
Analysis of milk 
samples 
from all dairies Is expected to be com- 
pleted In two weeks. 


Samples of the mlUc are taken from 
milk wagons while the vehicles are 
making tho trip from door to door 
ovor the city. 
There la no warning, 
A bottle of milk Is appropriated and 
the bacteria count taken aa soon as 
possible. 


If only 500,000 germs are found In a 
cubic centimeter of tho milk tho ^ro- 
duct Is nil right. If there are ten mil- 
lion particles of fllth Jn a measure of 
milk, about 
an eighth 
of an 
inch 
square. It is time for improvement. 
Most of the germs aro harmless and 
only mean that buckets are not kept 
clean or tho dairy not properly cared 
for In other particulars. 
The gorma 
may mean disease and death, how- 
ever. 


Of the plants from which milk has 
been analyzed so far three will not be 
reported favorably liefore tho public. 
The dairies where milk is pasteurized 
aro not showing as good results In 
some cases as plants where the milk 
Is not supposed to be boiled. 


In a few cases prosecutions may fol- 
low the Inspection. 
There will be no 
warning of any of the seventy-five 
dairies which surround Fort 
Wayne. 
How to keep milk clean has been ex- 
plained to ail of them. Dr. Giflpin, 
secretary of the board of health, says. 
It Is only a matter of carelessness and 
neglect and it affects the most vital 
source of the city's health, he says. 


People of the city are asked by the 
health department to keep a lookout 
for the list of dairies to be published, 
soon and to aid by the boycott method 
to drive out unsanitary planta»

lie started in the piseon business 


nearly a year ago with thirty birds. 
Since that time he has by careful study 
increased his tlock to nearly 250 and 
states that if he had more space this 
number would only be a shaUuw com- 
pared with what he would like to have. 
Besides bein- an enjoyable pastime, 
Mr. Schirmeyer—we had better say 
Louie because that is what everybody 
calJs him—finds that it is a profitable 
investment. 


The variety which he is breeding is 


considered oi.e of the best species of 
pigeons on the market. They sell for 
five dollars a pair. Squs.bs are also in 
great demand and forty cents apiece 
are received for them. A pair of pi- 
geons will raise from fifteen to twenty 
squabs in a year, which goes to prove 
that the investment is a. good one. 


Expense? Well, it does cost some- 


thing to feed pigeons, However, Louie 
states that it just about makes him dig 
up $2.50 every week to feed his tlock, 
or about one cent per week per bird. 


However, to make a success of rais- 


ing pigeons one must study his birds 
carefully. In the year that Louie has 
lieen in the business he has had the 
misfortune of losing but one bird by 
sickness, otherwise ho has been suc- 
cessful in restoring all the others back 
to perfect health that were taken sick 
at. any time. 


Performs an Operation. 


The keeper and owner of the birds 


has some very Interesting stories to 
tell as to how he has posed us a physi- 
cian in curing his birds. -He tells of 
one instance where he performed an 
operation on one of the birds.

Pecembcr last, only now concluded a steady grind that has extended 
over a period of more than nine months, one may very fairly subject 
its work to analysis to see if it was worth while—to note not only the 
.volume but the character of its work; to see if it responded to duty 
with benificent legislation, or to discover if it merely dilly-dallied 
along without achievement of consequence. TVe are very certain the 
flemoeratic majority in congress and the administration in general 
will very cordially invite and welcome this scrutiny of its work and 
ftii test before public opinion.
